So you see all the "confederates" 
did not go about in home-spun or live on 
hominy Cor the benefit of their "army in 
the field." 


Ti!K REBEL " WHITE HOUSE." 


Jefferson Davis' house, as I have already 


said, is nor,- the abode of General Weitzel. 
It stand* on the brow of Shockoe hill, at 
the font of Twelfth street and Clay, and 
is in.goodcondition, though rather shabby 
as to the eiterior. The shutters are" bro- 
ken, and the gates of the garden swino- 
nil lands of ways. The stables, too, are 
planted directly"beside the front doorway 
which detracts very much from the ap- 
pearanc^ and style of the mansion; and" 
although it would be thought a. decent 
gentlemans' house anywhere, it is by no 
means to bo compared even with many of 
thp houses in Richmond and in its imme- 
diate vicinity. 


GEN. LEE'S RESIDENCE. 


Oca. Hubert Lee's residence is still more 


unpretending. It stands at the corner of 
a street, a block or two above that of Pres- 
ident Davis, and is a modest, three-story, 
T.ostnn-looking kind of an establishment. 
The ladics^of_ Gen. Lee's family and of 
Governor Saiith'a still remain in the city, 
and of course will be well and courteous- 
ly treated, in fact, the change from the 
confusion and disorder which attended 
tho flight of the confederate rear guard 
all Sunday night to the order which Gen. 
Weitzel and his efficient subordinates have 
already succeeded in rc-catablishing, has 
produced, and must continue to produce, 
a most favorable effect upon the popular 
feeling here. 


Main street, from below Seventh street 


to the neighborhood of Church hill, pre- 
sents a miwt lamentable appearance. 
It 


seems to have possessed somo very hand- 
some blocks of shops and stores, but most 
of the buildings I should sav must have 
been of a decidedly second rate class.
